A Fearfal Scene at a Fire. 
Ppovipence, R I., Nov. 21. 
A fire occurred this morning in the 


{Calendar building, a brick structure 


situated between Sabine and Cove 
streets, which resulted in serious loss 
of life. The building is four stories 


high and occupied mostly by jewelry 
shops. The fire originated in the mid- 
die of the building on the third floor, 
and was caused by the ignition of a 
10 gallon can of naptha. The room was 
filled with light, inflammable clothes, 
and was next to a stairwav, and be- 
fore a word of warning could be given 
escape by the stairs was cut off by the 
flames. On the fourth floor were 40 
Operatives, equally divided as to sex. 

en the flames swept up through 
the floor the employes made a rush 
for the windows. There was no fire- 
escape on the building. Just across 
an alley-way, about 15 feet wide, at 
the end of the Calendar building, was a 
two-story wooden structure. The help 
rushed tor the end of the building 
fronting on this alley. Then a panic 
ensued. The roof of the wooden 
building was about twenty feet 
below the window-sills where the 
girls were congregated. Persons 
in the rear crowded and pushed 
those in the act ef jumping, and 
many fell short. Others were injured 
by being jumped upon after they 
reached the roof. The dead are Em- 
ma Gassett, aged 23, and Bessie Cobb. 
Both struck the ground between the 
two buildings and died in a few min- 
minutes. The injured are Mary 
McSorley, whe jumped from the win- 
dow and fell on a picket fence, and 
was terribly injured and cannot sur- 
vive; Mary Harly, Emma Matthewson 
Mrs. Johnson and Mrs. Cuddy—all 
young women and all probably fatally 
wounded. Some were carried to their 


homes and others carried to the Rhode’ 


[sland hospital in ambulances, Thos. 
Mann fell short of the two-story buiid- 
ing. He bounded against it and fell 
to the ground. His injuries are one 
arm and leg broken. A man named 
Smith fell to the grouud and was 
hurt. Mary Davis jumped from 
the roof and had a leg broken. 
George Grant of the firm of Joseph 
Grant & Co., jewelers, jumped from 
the fourth-floor window to the roof of 
the wooden building and had a leg 
broken. George Clarke, employed by 
Joseph Grant & Co, saw the fire and 
tried in vain to extinguish the flames, 
and failing in it, bad to run for his 
life. He hung from a telephone wire 
until the fire department arrived. A 
ladder was raised to him but it proved 
to be five feet too short. A firemen 
mouated to the top and caught the 
workman in his arms. The loss on 
the building and stock is 8100, 000.
